writing from Mount 
Vernon, Ky., says: The brutal killing 
of Jim Hhodus by Jim Hardin at the 
house of the notorious Mary Sigman, 
on the evening of Sunday, September 
18, adds another bloody chapter to 
the crimson>page history of a terrible 
woman's life. The killing occurred 
in this county, far up the waters of 
Eoundstone, 
near. "Boon's 
Gap." 
Khodus was once a well to-do farmer 
. of Madison county. He was a mar- 
ried man, and a wife and four child- 
ren survive him. About three years 
ago he began to visit Mary Sigman. 
Soon, like all the others that are once 
embraced by her, he became infatu- 
ated with her. His infatuation grew 
until he forsook his 
family and 
passed all 
his moments 
in 
her 
society. He began to drink excess- 
ively, and Eoon exhausted all his 
means. For the last three months he 
had been drinking unusually hard, 
and was entirely out of money. 
He 
was "fussy," too, and 
constantly 
sought quarrels with Mary and Mary's 
other admirers. 


A warrant was ifiued for Mary 
Sigman, charging her with complicity 
in the murder. It is known that, 
having induced Rhodus to spend all 
his money on her, she was desirous of 
ridding herself of him, and bad on 
one or two occasions threatened to 
kill him or have it done. There were 
enough 
suspicious 
circumstances 
against her to j ustify her arrest, and 
she was accordingly taken into custo- 
dy. The case has already been twice 
called for an investigation, but post- 
poned 
because 
of 
thi 
absence of Hollingsworth, who is a 
prisoner at Richmond. 
Next Tues- 
day is the day now fixed for the trial, 
and the investigation will probably be 
tnade at that time. 


Jim Ehodus is (according to report) 
the seventh man whom Mary Sigman 
has lured and led to his death. 
In 
her ten years' life of shame Mary 
Sigman has been the mistress of more 
men than any other woman in Ken- 
tucky. Old men and boys have made 
themselves fco!s about her. They 
have cut, shot, bled and died for 
her. 
How many men have been 
killed over her I do not know. It is 
said that she has killed two men her- 
self, but I hardly believe that. 
One 
thing is certain, if a man once feels 
her caresses, she infatuates him; if he 
follows his infatuation long enough, 
it is sure to end with his death. She 
and her admirers are simply the play 
of the candle and the moths on a 
grander icale. 


What kind of a looking creature do 
you suppose this siren is ? Have you 
tried to picture her in your imagina- 
tion ? I went up to her trial yester- 
day and saw and talked with her. 
I 
didn't let her get her hands on me 
though ; I was afraid to do that. 
She has dark brown hair and a small, 
round, blank, expressionless face. 
Her eyes are a dull pale blue, but 
when you excite her a devilish light 
flashes in them that makes their ex- 
pression, to Bay the least, peculiar. 
She has a small mouth, thick lips, and 
a flat, boneless nose. Her hands and 
feet are not large; they are rather 
small. She is low in statue. 
Her 
form is slender. She is as an arrow 
and her voice is low and sometimes 
soft. Her manners are modest—very 
ladylike ; in her movements she is 
slightly nervous and jerky. That is 
Mary Sigman, about whom so much 
has been said, for whom so much 
blood has been shed. There is noth- 
ing about her attractive that is vigible. 
I looked at her carefuUy, but my 
gianceadid not reveal to me the secret 
of her peculiar pp^er of f^cihation. 


The killing of Rhodus has created 
the most intense excitement in the 
Berea precinct of Madison 
county, 
where he lived. It follows closely 
after the kijUiog of HjLinger and 
Bishop, which occurred at the same 
place and over the same woman, an 
account of which has been published. 
A desperate attempt will be made to 
fasten the guilt of Rhodus's death 
upon the woman.

«eorge Taylor, of the Pan Handle, 
Killed at Anoka. 


From the Logansport Journal we 
learn that, shortly after the hour of 
noon yesterday, George Taylor, a Pan 
Handle brakeman, met with an acci- 
dent at Anoka Junction which result- 
ed in death a few hours later. 
Taylor 
went out with his train as usual yes- 
terday morning. At Anoka some cars 
were thrown in on a side track. Tay- 
lor had mounted these detached cars 
for the purpose of putting on brakes. 
He ran forward to the first car, where, 
signaling the engineer, he lost his bal- 
ance and fell headlong forward on the 
track. Not less than two cars and 
the locomotive passed over the hapless 
brakeman, crushing his hips and 
thighs and scattering his bowels over 
the track. He has been the victim of 
a series of misfortunes of late that 
would discourage the stoutest-hearted. 
During the past year he saw two of 
his children carried away by death. 
He himself was bedfast, and merciless 
debtors garnisheed him until he was 
almost reduced to want. Taylor was 
a member of the railroad crew which 
manned the freight train which went 
through the high bridge into the Tip- 
pecanoe river at Monticello two years 
ago. He went down amid the crash 
of cars and bridge timbers, but escap' 
ing with scarcely a scratch, he was 
almost miraculously spared for the 
horrible fate of yesterday.
